They directed 
their fire against the shore batteries and the town, but no 
damage resulted, as most of their 200 lyddite shells failed 
to burst. The Russian batteries, commanded by Gens 
Voronetz and Artamanoff, did not reply, rere a closer 
approach of the enemy. 

The Japanese fire ceased at 2:20 p. m., and the enemy 
retired in the direction of Askold Island. Simultaneously.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—President 


the Supreme Court, Senator Dolliver 
of lowa, the British Ambassador 
Lady Durand, and many other persons 
prominent in official, diplomatic and. 
social circles attended the service to- 
day in commemoration of the one-hun- 
dredth anniversary of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society at St. John's 
Episcopal Church. Justice Brewer and 
Senator Dolliver were the principal 
speakers. Dr. Daniel C. Gilman, pres- 
ident of the American Bible Society, 
presided, and made a few remarks, in 
which he said that during the lifetime 
of the British and American societies 
they had circulated 250,000,000 co ies of 
the Bible and parts of the Bible to the 
nations of the world. Justice Brewer 
said; 

“It la scarcely before this 
au@ience to enter upon ar eulogy or 
defense of the great Book of books. 
But this is the age of the iconoclast, 
when destructive critcism runs ram- 
pant. Some criticism, indeed, is rever- 
ent and useful. that which seeks sim- 
ply by correcting wrong translations 
and arranging in chronological order 
he matchless truths of the scripture. 
“But there are other critics with- 
out such lofty aim, who strike to de- 
stroy the faith of other men simply 
pecause it jis held. The iconoclast is a 
popular man today. To him the Bible 
appears merely as a sort of crazy quilt 
of untrue history, distorted science, 
weak poetry, impractical morality and 
vague foreshadowings of the unknown 
and unknowable. Yet we who believe 
know there are passages in the Bible 
unsurpassed in solemn beauty in the 
literature of the world; that its ideals 
of morality are those to which the beat 
within us is always aspiring, that its 
promises are the sweetest and most 
comforting that have ever come to the 
tired hearts of man.“ N 

Justice Brewer declared that the 
greatest glory of this nation lies in the 
fact that ever and always she has 
striven to translate into the vernacular 
of international law the parable of the 
good Samaritan and the Golden Rule. 

Senator Dolliver said that the Bible 
Gociety had contributed more than any 
other influence to round the creeds of 
Christendom into one grand whole, 
representing universal Christianity. 

“One of the grandest enterprises I 
ever heard of in connection with any 
organization,” Senator Dolliver said, 
“was the offer of this society to make 
a language for a barbarous people, 
whose speech had not even attained to

Pioneers 
all praise her life of good deeds, rais- 
ing the fallen and helping her race by 
practical aid and sterling example. Her 
life has been an inspiration to many, 
and it is meet that it be commemo- 
rated by this memorial window.“ 
VENERABLE CHURCH-BUILDER.

The commodious new bulding of the 
Ransom Home. stuated on the bottom

The home has been occupied for 
nearly three months, but for various 
reasons dedicatory ceremonies were 
put off from time to time. There were 
present yesterday afternoon a number 
of high officers of the State W.C.T.U., 
under whose auspices the home is con- 
ducted; several prominent clergymen; 
a group of men who made the building 
of the house possible, and many inter- 
ested women of the temperance union 
and kindred organizations, 

The grounds of the home comprise 


two and one-half acres of rich allu- 


vial soil washed through ages of time 
from the surrounding hills. The land 
is eminently adapted to cultivation, 
and is being put into planting now. 
The house is a three-story structure. 
with large attic. It is well constructed 
and neatly finished in light wood, con- 
taining over twenty rooms. The land 
has been owned by the home corpora- 
tion for two years, and last June the 
board of directors began the erection 
of the building just dedicated. In ad- 
dition to the main structure there is a 
barn, and also a bakery and laundry

Prayer was offered by Rev. Dr. Rice of 
the Children’s Home, followed by

ation. 

Mrs. M. C. Barber then told some of 
the home's history, saying in part: 
“In March, 1889, the ‘Social Purity 
League’ was formed, with the general 
purpose of improvement of pubijiic 
morals in so far as it could do so. May 
23 of that year the league opened up 
its institution in a rented house of six 
rooms, and the bed for the first inmate 
was borrowed—she being an unfortu- 
nate and deserted wife. After several 
months all other work was dropped, 
and the league devoted its time and 
money exclusively, to the support of 
the ‘Ransom’ home, as it was called 
after one of its most enthusiastic sup- 
porters. November 23 of that year the 
W. C. T. U. took charge, and in Septem- 
ber, 1891, control passed to the govern- 
ing body of the State. Mrs. 8. R. 
Woods became matron in September, 
1901, and since that time has served 
most efficiently. 

“During twelve years we have shel- 
tered over 400 women and 
children, and many little ones have 
come into the world within our walls. 
Sixty of these unfortunates were moth- 
erless gigis, their ages only being from 
thirteen to nineteen! The institution 
was incorporated in April, 1900, and is 
now governed by a board of eleven di- 
rectors elected annually. We have 
deep gratitude in our hearts today for 
the years of kindness tendered by the 
meat markets, the bakeries and the ice 
companies, as well as to Doctors Mu- 
ler, LeDuc, Schmitz and True, who 
have voluntarily proffered their serv- 
ices to us in all times of our need. 
Mrs. Woods must have especial credit 
—this building is hers, and the plan- 
ning and designing were done, one 
might say, between night and morning, 
while the regular work of the home 
took up her entire days.” 

Mrs. Woods herself then told in de- 
tall the work connected with the con- 
struction of the house, and of the 
kindness of lumber dealers, mill own- 
ers, and others in the building. A 
great part of the labor was donated, 
kind-hearted workmen spending their 
holidays early and late hours tolling 
hard for the charity. The excellent 
condition of house and grounds today 
attest their painstaking skill,

Because of this he 
was constituted a Roman citizen, 
which served a great purpose in inter 
life. Here he saw. all races and na- 
tionalities and was fitted in sympathy 
for his race-wide mission to all people. 
This was a city of great educational 
facilities, and in them he received the 
wide educational training that. was so 
necessary for the great apostie to the 
oe He — — w here the attempts of 

the great heathen religions to satisfy 

the religious needs of men. This gave 
him the information needed to enable 
him to write the most graphic descrip- 
tion of the degradation of heathendom 
to be found in all literature. Paul was 
born of the right family as well as in 
the right place. He was a Jew, and 
therefore perfectly famillar with all 
the facts and laws of the Jews; who 
were themeelves the tutors to prepare 
the world for the coming of Christ. 
One born out of this race could never 
so well have understood and inter- 
preted its genius and spirit. Besides 
this, Paul's spiritual history before es- 
pousing Christianity convinced him 
that he could mever find justification 
by perfect obedience to the require- 
ments of the Jews. In Paul's early life 
and training may be easily discerned 
the providence of God over his life.

Rey. Benjamin Fay Mills addressed 
three great audiences yeaterday. In the 
morning he spoke at Hazard’s Pavil- 
jon. His address was a sequel to a for- 
mer sermon entitled . “Between the 
Animals and the W oe In the even- 
ing he spoke at y Church on 
“Spiritual Alchemy.“ but perhaps the 
most interesting service of the day was 
the one held in the afternoon in Simp- 
son. Auditorium. 

In response to numerous requests, 
Mr. Millis spoke. on the topic, “Why 
and How I Changed my Religious 
Opinions. He said: 

The way that I have changed my 

opinions in the last ten years, is, first: 

come to see clearly that character 
ix not dependent on theological opin- 
jon or ecclesiastical forms. We can see 
this by observation. Catholics, Jews, 
agnostics, and so-called heathen all 
value the same - characteristics. I 
learned this also from my own ex- 
perience, becaues while my opinions 
changed, my love for righteousness !n- 
creased. 

“The second way in which I changed 
my opinions was in coming to see that 
principle is that which is vital, in re- 
experience and expression. 
There was a time when I was inclined 
to make a dogma out of the desirabil- 
ity of not having dogmas, but I have 
passed entirely through that and now 
place no emphasis at all on dogma or 
the lack of it; but see that principle 
and the application of this truth to 
conduct is the vital thing in connec- 
tion with human experiences, and de- 
velopment. 

“The third way in which my opin- 
ions altered is the discovery that the 


vital principle is unselfishness; and 
absolute trust in God and man. All 
philosophers teach this, and all the 


t religious teachers have said it. 
„stin aver I have never read or 
heard of, either in ancient or modern 
history, any other church which has 
so broad a foundation as the Metho- 
dists, which requiges of its members 
no conformity either in opinoins or 
modes of worship, but barely this one 
thing—to fear God and work righteous- 
ness. The reason that Jesus spoke with 
authority’ was use He put His 
principle into practice and knew that 
He had found the truth; and so can 
any of us trying to live im that fash- 


ion. 
“If I have changed my faith, it is 
only to enlarge it. Where I used to 
be able to say, I believe some things, 
I can now say, I believe all things. 
“A brother said to me one day, ‘I 
will pray for you that you may 80 
back: but I said to him what I say to 
you, ‘If you pray for me, I hope you 
will pray that I will go not backward 
but forward.’ And I will pray for you 
that we may go on together, growing 
young in thought as we grow old in 
body, and coming at last to the end of

Future ‘Puntchment. 

Rev. Joseph Smale at the First 1 
tist Church yesterday morning preached 
from II Thessalonians, 1. 7, 8 9: The 
Lord Jesus rhall be revealed from 
heaven with His mighty angels in flam- 
ing fire taking vengeance on them that 
know not God and that obey not the 
gcapel of our Lord Jesus Christ, who 
shall be punished with everlasting de- 
struction from the presence of the Lord 
and the glory of His power.” 

The preacher said: The most present 
and the Intensest word today in human 
vocabularies is destiny. -The questions 
are asked as never before: What of this 
existence? What are we and what are 
we to do? On this subject man would 
be more epligntened than-he !s if he 
did not make himeelf the test and ar- 
biter of everything of religious mo- 
ment. He interposes his own constitu- 
tion as the siandard of the truth and tn 
doing so commits a great mistake. 

“The wicked are a fact. What is go- 
ing to become of them? The orthodox 
position declares they are treasuring 
up against themselves a future of un- 
ending punishment. Annthilationists 
and Universalisis deny that this is 80. 
They say that the doctrine of eternal 
torment is repugnant to human sym- 
pathies and therefore not likely to be 
true. 

“Some things are evidently forgotten 
by those who so dismiss the subject. Is 
it not true that in this world, despite 
the prevalence of benevolence, ame- 
tions prevall, and very grievous ones, 
end yet the world does not go mad? 
Over some it sighs and sheds its tears, 
but the depression is not melancholia. 
The world does not lose {ts sinile. Now 
surely it is of force to say that if hu- 
man nature must suffer great and un- 
relieved misery in its social feelings 
at the thought of eternal sufferings, 
why not the same effect over the suffer- 
ings that abound in this world, and 
why not over the pe ne of a limited 
number of years of sutfering of an in- 
tenser kind in the world to come?

TIONS IN BEACH CITY. 


‘Sound of Hammer and Saw Makes 
Merry Musie, and Building Boom 
Shows No Signs of Decreasing. 
New Residences and Busi- 


SANTA MONICA, March ¢.—Santa 
Monica is rapidly assuming the pro- 
portions of a city. Since the passage 
of an ordinance last November requir- 
ing the taking out of building permits, 
thirty-eight of them have been granted 
by the City Clerk, and represent an 
expenditure of $39,700. The municipal- 
ity of Santa Monica has a large ameunt 
of street work under way, and much 
more is planned. The cost of that com- 
pleted, under way, or contracted, is 
$59,500. Three and a half miles of 
streets have been oiled. New sewers 
laid since the first of the year aggre- 
gate 10,880 feet. Fourth and Second 
streets have been graded and oiled at 
an expense of $9000. On Oregon avenue 
thirty-eight concrete crosswalks. ag- 
gregating 8000 feet, and costing $2500, 
ar~ to be constructed at once. On Sixth 
street 36,000 feet of concrete walk and 
6000 feet of curbing have been put in. 
On California avenue the new  side- 
walk amounts to 25,200 feet, and the 
curbing 4200, with 2100 feet of grading 
and oiling. On Third street north from 
Oreg.n avenue, the curbing amounts 
to feet, gutter, 21,600 feet. and 
grading and oiling, 3600 feet. On ird 


pa aggregates 70,000 square feet, 
and concrete gutter 8400 feet. On 
Fifth street there are 7200 feet of con- 
crete sidewalks and 1200 feet of curb- 
ing. Speedway is to be graded and 
oiled for a distance of 5000 feet, and 
Hollister avenue is to be paved from 
the ocean to Second street. The recent- 
ly completed work not covered by the 
estimate includes the paving of Ma- 
‘rine street and Pier avenue, with’as- 
phalt, and the concreting of Fraser ave- 
nue. water company is laying 
many thousand feet of new mains and 
impro the service throughout the 
city. One of the most important im- 
provements is the construction of the 
Carnegie library building, the contract 

for which is $12,500; aside from
